Don’t  overlook  this  fact  that  these 
“ROSES  OF  NEW  CASTLE”  may  be  planted  any 
time  during  the  growing  season  because,  being  pot- 
grown,  they  can  be  transplanted  safely  whenever  it 
suits  you.  Dormant  plants  have  a  short  planting 
season  in  the  early  spring.  Our  plants  are  pot-grown, 
the  best  for  the  amateur  planter.  Plant  them  when¬ 
ever  it  suits  you,  after  all  danger  of  severe  frost  is  past. 

Winter  Protection.  More  roses  are  killed  from 
protecting  too  early  than  all  other  causes  combined. 
Do  not  commence  protection  until  real  freezing 
weather  comes — then  commence  to  put  some  soil  up 
around  the  plants  a  little  at  a  time  and  as  the  weather 


gets  colder  put  a  little  covering  of  leaves,  straw,  litter, 
allowing  for  circulation  of  air.  Do  not  smother  the 
plants  out.  In  the  spring  remove  the  covering  grad¬ 
ually.  Don’t  protect  the  plants  too  early  or  leave 
the  protection  stay  on  too  long  in  the  early  spring. 

Pruning.  When  plants  come  to  you  they  need  no 
pruning  unless  you  wish  them  a  certain  size.  In  the 
early  Spring  prune  back  about  one- third  before  they 
fohage  out.  Cut  out  small  shoots.  Climbing  roses 
may  be  pruned  to  any  height  desired. 

General  Information.  Keep  plants  dry  rather  than 
wet  and  feed  with  Stim-U-Plant  tablets.  Roses  like 
sunshine.  Partial  shade  is  not  harmful  but  plenty  of 
sunshine  is  best.  Don’t  plant  close  to  trees  or  shrubs. 
Again  do  not  keep  plants  too  wet.
